The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has defined 
the term Ethernet Global Data in the background of the specification as in what is taught in U.S 
Patent 4,926,375. "formatting the Ethernet Global Data language of the PLC comprises 
providing, within the XML schema, a reference to an address of a location of a variable within 
the PLC," among other features distingue over the prior art of record. In reviewing the prior art 
of record, only GE makes use of the Ethernet Global Data language. The use of Ethernet Global 
Data as disclosed in claim 1 is a non-obvious modification over the prior art.
